Sister Makes Discovery. 


Mrs, ‘Prussing was not feeling well and de 
cided to eat in her own room. She asked 
her father, Col. Edgerton, to tell the children 
not to wait for her. He went downstairs and 
told Margaret to call Louise into the dining

room. Margaret went to the front porch and 
0 discovered that Louise was not there. 

Nothing was thought of her disappearance 
for some little time, as she has a large num- 
ber of girl friends in the neighborhood who 
are her classmates in the Chicago Latin 
school on Division street. It wae thought 
that she might have gone to visit one of her 
chums. 

So dinner proceeded without her. When, 
however, she was still absent at 8 o'clock, 
Mrs. Prussing and the other members of the 
household became anxious and started tele - 
phoning to friends and acquaintances asking 
if any of them had seen Louise. The answer 
was the same in every case. Noone had seen 
the girl. 


Family Starts Search, 

When this cumulative information came in 
the family became thoroughly alarmed and 
calling in some friends a thorough gearch of 
the neighborhood and Lincoln park was 
started. No one had seen anything of the 
child. ) 

Mr. Prussing is in New York. Mrs. Prus- 
sing was overcome by the calamity and i 
was not until after midnight that the au- 
thorities were notified of the child’s disap- 
pearance. Shortly before this time Fletcher 
Dobyns, former assistant United States dis- 
trict attorney, who was godfather to Louise, 
was called into consultation and on hie ad- 
vice the newspapers were notified of the 
disappearance. 

Thinks Heat Affected Her. 
Louise has not been feeling well for the 
last two or three days,” said Mrs. Prussing 
last night, a few hours before the child was 
“The severe heat of last week at- 
fected her. Yesterday she seemed out of 
sorts and I asked my father, Col, Bdger- 
ton, to take her into the park to freshen her 
up a bit. She seemed better this morning and 
this afternoon appeared to be in her usuai 
excellent spirits. 

J cannot imagine what has happened to 
the child. When she and Margaret came 
back thie afternoon we talked about the play, 
then had some little discussion about putting 
away some laundry. There wes absolutely 
no sign in her manner or conversation ot any 
unusual state of mind.“ :

Story of Ella Blonmberg’s Hopeless 
Love tor Married Man Told. 


Miss Elia Bloomberg died early yesterday 
morning at the residence of Mrs. Carl Heidel- 
man, 913 North Sixth avenue, Maywood. A 
bottle of poison was found clasped in her 
hand. Whether she bought this herself and 
committed suicide, or whether the drug was 
given her by some other person to hide her 
condition, ie the problem which the police 
are trying to solve. The case already has re- 
vealed a remarkable story of hopeless and 
faithful love for a married man, It may re- 
veal a darker vein of murderous intent: The 
girl was 25 yeirs old. | 

What was thought at first to be a plain 
suicide has turned into a more serious phase, 
The coroner's inquest was started, and then 


postponed. 
Arrest Golden at Night. 

What the coroner and the police wish to 
know is just how far W. E. Golden, a former 
druggist of Austin, who had beet on friendly 
terms with the girl for years. is concerned in 
her death. 

Golden was arrested last night at Betting’s 
drug store, 168 Halsted street, where be was 
serving customers, He was taken to May- 
wood, but he refused to talk, except to admit 
thet he had been out with Mise Bloomberg 
Tuesday night. He will be questioned today 

lice. 
Prong the evening Betting, when ques- 
tioned regarding the whereabouts of Golden, 
said he did not know him, and when the pris- 
oner was taken from the store he refused to 
talk about the clerk. 
Story Starts Six Years Ago. 

The story starts six years ago. At that 
time Mise Bloomberg lived with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Bloomberg, at 718 North 
Fourth avenue, Maywood. 

Golden was a drug clerk who later went 
into the drug business with bis brother at 
South boulevard and Austin avenue. He 
was prominent in civic affaira. He became 
the kero of Austin in working for the street 
car one fare transfer system between Chi- 
cago and Austin. He wes married eight 
years ago and resided with his wife and 
children at Park and Madison avenues. 

Golden and Ella Bloomberg became friends, 
and trom friendship they passed on to love— 


gether, and for more than a year the giri 
was unaware that Golden was married, 

. girl finally learned this she re. 
fused to sive Golden up. She: insisted fre. 


Two months ago Miss Bloomberg told her 
fother that she and Golden were to be mar- 
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absent from their homes. They were 
together in Elmhurst several times. 
The circumstances of the death are these: 
Mrs. Heidelman said she heard the 
woman groan early in the morning and t 
to her room. Entering the bedroom, she

found her lying on the floor with a bottle held 
| tightly in her hand. She wae suffering in- 
tensely. A physician was summoned, but 
before he could reach the house the girl was 
dead. The physician was unable to tell the 
exact nature of the poison that had killed her. 
In a purse owned by Miss Bloomberg was 
found a box of medicine, unlabeled, The sus- 
picion is that this medicine was given her by 
Golden, and thet it was the same which 
caused her death. 


Inquest Is Postponed. . 

Late in the afternoon an inquest was 
started, but when the unexplained features 
of the case began tw wunroll the deputy 
coroner decided to postpone further action 
until July 21. He ordered a close investiga- 
tion and the police set out to find Golden. 
They were successful late In the evening. 

John Bloomberg, the father, is satisfied 
his daughter killed herself. | : 

“TI heve seen her but twice,” he said, 
„ since she went to live with Mrs, Heidelman. | 
She had been going with Golden for six 
years and had always talked of 
him. Two months ago she said she was - 
going to marry him soon. I liked the man 
and congratulated her. When I heard of her 
death this morning I decided that she had 
committed suicide because Golden refused 
to marry her. When I learned that he was 
married I was convinced that she became 
despondent and decided to get out of the 
world. Sne wanted nothing but him.“ 

A $9,000 insurance policy wae carried by 
Miss Bloomberg. The payments on it are 
said to have been made by Golden.

Prohibition Party’s Declara- 
tion of Principles to Con- 
tain Many Reforms. 


ASK DEPOSIT INSURANCE. 


Subcommittee Builds Planks and 
Delegates Remain at Sea 
on Ticket.

Columbus, O., July 15.—[Special.]—When 
the prohibition nationab cogvention recon- 
venes at 10 o'clock tomorrow, morning to 
nominate a candidate for president it will 
probably first adopt a platform containing 
declarations in favor of the following: | 

Woman's suffrage. 7 | 

Election of senators by direct vote. i 

Repeal of laws which permit the issuance 
of liquor licenseg. | 

Constitutional amendment prohibiting the 
liquor traffic. 

Graduated income and inheritance tax. 

Guarantee of savings banks deposits. 

The committee on resolutions met imme- 
diately after the morning session and dele- 
gated the task of writing the platform to the 
following subcommittee of five: Samuel 
Dickey of Michigan, Quincy L. Morrill of 
South Dakota, Eugene Chapin~of--Hilinois, 
Frank Sibley.of Arizona, and Silas C. Swal- 
low of Pennsylvania. 


Debate on Planks Likely. 

When the subcommittee made its report 
to the full committee tonight the platform 
had been in greater part arranged, and it is 
expected that it will be accepted as drawn, 
although lively debates are expected on the 
question of postal savings banks, the regula- 
tion of. corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce, and the creation of a nonpartisan 
commission for the study and revision of the 
tariff. Some of the leaders of the party 
think a declaration, on these questions will 
detract from the main issue of liquor and say 
they will fight against their being introduced 
into the principles of the party. 

It is likely that the platform will declare 
against what some delegates term the of- 
ficial tolerance of the white slave traffic.”’ 

The woman's suffrage plank, as outlined in 
the prospective platform, has caused exten- |. 
sive debates in former convention and it 
may create trouble before it is finally ac- 
cepted. 

The national committee met tonight and 
reélected all of its old officers. These were: 
Chairman, Charles R. Jones, Evanston, II.; 
vice chairman, A. G. Wolfenbarger, Lincoln, 
Neb.; secretary, W. G. Cakderwood, Minne- 
apolis; and treasurer, Felix T. McWhirter 
of Indianapolis. ; 


Head of Ticket Uncertain. 


The presidential nomination is still o 
and there has been no marked concentration 
in favor of any candidate. It was practically 
agreed eariy today that Seaborn Wright of 
Georgia could have the neminetion if he 
would aecept it. . 

The name of Joshua Levering ot Maryland, 
who was the nominee in 1806, was strongly 
favored, but his frie would not push his 
candidacy unlese he was assured in advance 
of the nomination. They claimed that as he 
had once been the standard bearer a refusal 
by the convention to nominate him might be 
construed as 4 repudiation of his former et- 
forts. 

James P. Travy of Detroit, Mich., is making 
an energetic canvass and sentiment is stead- 
lly growing in favor of his nomination. The 
Illinois: delegates are pushing Daniel R.

“As soon as I read this I believed this 
was done intentionally to satisfy the liquor 
people, who have been satisfied ever since 
dts adoption. In order to make sur of that 
matter, I wrote the author of that platform, 
the Hon. Wade Ellis of this city, the at- 
torney general of Ohio, and the gentleman 
who met in conference President Roosevelt 
and Mr. Taft and was directed to prepare 
the draft of the platform. 

“On June 23 I received the following re- 
ply from Mr. Ellis: 

I have your letter of June 22; and find 
nothing in the sixtéenth plank of the plat- 
form of 1872 which is inconsistent with good 
republican doctrine.

. “* Wane H. Exxais.’ 


Time to Quit Republicanism. 

“In my opinion Mr. Ellis has told the 
truth and there is nothing inconsistent in 
this plank with good republican doctrine, but 
if that is true, the time has come for the 
anti-saloon vote in the republican party to 
cease ratifying that kind of républican doc- 
trine.

Buys Auto; Troubles Begin. 


The trouble started, the governor was told, 
when Goode eame to Chicago and bought an 
automobile from the company which employs 
Hoover (the Times Square Automobile com- 
pany), paying $150 in cash and giving a check 
for the remainder. 

While the company charges that Goode 
was to pay only $8.000 for the machine, it is 
gaid that his complaintavers the auto's value 
was only $3,500. 

Near Sullivan, Inc., in a detour made be 
cause of the condit! t the roads, the auto 
broke down, and stopped payment on 
his check by telegraph. A polite salesman 
was burried te Sullivan.

He then came to 
Chicago and Goode followed, demanding a 
settlement. 

Instead of & settlement, he ran into a suit 
brought by the company for $280, said to be 
due on his account, and departed after telling 
the company what he was going to do to 


Hoover.

Hot Fight in Thtee Districts. 

Democrats are at war in three Chicago 
congressional districts, which are normally 
so strongly democratic that the party nom- 
ination in them is equivalent to an election 
unless a republican landslide in November 
upsets all ordinary calculations. These of- 
flees and those for the legislature in non- 
contested distriets are the ones the demo- 
crats expect to win next fall, no matter what 
may happen to the rest of their ticket, and 
competition for them is naturally lively. 

They aré the Fourth, or stockyards dis- 
trict; the Fifth, which takes in the south- 
western territory like the Ninth, Tenth, 
Eleventh, and Twelfth wards; and the 
Eighth, made up of a part of the Fifteenth, 
and the Sixteenth, Seventeeth, Eighteenth, 
and Nineteenth wards. The latter now has 
a republican representative, Congressman 
McGavin, but he recognizes the fact it was 
only by a peculiar combination of circum- 
stances that he was elected the last time, and 
is now trying for a place on the county ticket. 

At that there are only three democratic 
candidates for the nomination in the Fourth 
district, while the republicans have four. But 
the contest between two of these threé candi- 
dates is flerce enough to make up for more 
contestants. They are James T. McDermott, 
the present congreseman, and George P. 
Foster. who was congressman until he was 
beaten in the Roosevelt landslide four years 


ago. 
McDermott Relies on Labor Vote. 


Congressman McDermott isrelying for suc- 
ceés on his record as a labor advocate and his 
friendship for the laboring man, and ex-Con- 
greseman Foster on his claims as a statesman 
and ability to make speeches. : 

Two years ago, when primaries were not 
safeguarced as now. Tom Carey, then chair- 
man of the democratic county committee, 
and with all the party machinery in his 
hands, made up his mind he would go to con- 
gress from thie district.

asking for support. 


Sabath Has Advantage. 


Political contests in this district have al- 
ways been largely a matter of nationality. 
Its residents are largely Bohemians, Poles, 
and Jews, and they have got into the habit 
of voting for candidates of their own or allied 
races, men who can talk their languages. 
This gives Congressman Sabath a tremen- 
dous advantage. He can talk Bohemian, 
Polish, and Yiddish, has lived in the district 
for years, and is well acquainted. Ex-Con- 
gressmnan McAndrews is a comparative new- 
comer, an Irishman in a district where few 
Irishmen reside; and so is under a handicap.

To 
muster one-third of those present in the 
senate for the purpose of preventing a 
suspension of the rules and the considera- 
tion of a bill disapproved by the asso- 
ciated statesmen is not difficult. A good 
sized majority may favor the bill, but if 
it lacks one of two-thirds its favor is va in. 

All this gives but the most unsatisfying 
glimpse at the workings of the highly 
efficient institution to which we have 
called our readers’ attention. What will 
be useful for consideration pending the 
arrival of the primaries is that men make 
methods, and that where it is practicable 
a mending of men eee et 
only way to mend methods. 

In other words: A chairman and com- 
mittee bent upon the public good will not 
amother good bills by the de- 
scribed or any other method, while legis- 
lators not bent upon the publie good will 
find methods of using or misusing any 
rules to serve themselves. 

Which brings us to the consideration of 
several of the members of the senate com- 
bine who are about to ask the suffrages 
of their fellow citizens at the coming pri- 
maries, and perhaps at the election fol- 
lowing.

His family is one of the most ancient in

One of the Aclands, John by name and 
commanding an English regiment in the 
American war of independence, was accom- 
panied to this country by his wife, Lady Har- 
ret, daughter of the earl of Ilchester, and 
just before the surrender at Saratoga, when 
Col. Acland was lying dangerously wounded, 
Lady Acland obtained a permit from Gen. 
Gates to pase through the lines and to visit 
her busband, after almost losing her life 
Guring a flerce ice and snow storm in an open 
boat on the Hudson. 

44@ story of her devotion and of her ad- 
ventures was recalled to mind on the occa- 
sion of the visit to thig country of the late 
Sir Henry Acland, the famouse scientist and 
Oxford university professor, who accom- 
panied King Edward throughout his Amer- 
ican tour forty-five years ago in the capacity 
of his medical attendant, to prevent him from 
being banqueted to death. So great were the 
services which Sir Henry rendered to med- 
ical science that he received a baronetoy on 
his own account, and that is why there are 
two baronetoies now belonging to the Ac- 
lands. One of them belongs to Sir Charies 
Acland, the head of the family, and to whose 
dignity his younger brother, the Right Hon. 
Arthur Acland, will succeed on his death as 
thirteenth baronet; while the other Acland 
bäronetey, created in 1890, is now held by 
Admiral Sir William Acland, whose wife, a 
daughter of Viscountess Hambledon, is a 
novelist of considerable fame, one of her 
best known books being The Lost Key,” 
the scene of which is laid in Malta, where 
the admird] spent so many years with her 
while connected with England's na val forces 
in the Mediterranean. As her brother, the 
future Lord Hambleden, is the head of a 
publishing house which enjoys a_ virtual

Another member. of the Acland family, 
Hugh Vivian Aoland, great-grandson of the 
tenth baronét, came prominently be the 
public some time ago in connection pith an 

using breach of promise case, the 
features of which were not only ten 
pledges of matrimony but I. O. U.’s for ten 
million Kisses. The judge and jury did not 
estimate the latter at a high price, for they 
contented themselves with mulcting him in 
$1,000 damages, the plaintiff being a niece of 
Sir Arthur Sullivan, the composer of comio 
opera fame, who figured on the stage as a 
Ficrodora giti under the name of Rosa 
Keys, her real name being Rose Sullivan. 

She had to remain content with the adver- 
tisernent which she obtained by means of her 
lawsuit, having been unable to collect the 
damages, for Henry Acland has no money of 
his own, and although a soldier, is not 4 
commissioned officer, but merely a corporal 
in the king’s Second regiment, or was so until 
a short time ago.

Bir Wimam Haggard, who has just re- 
ceived the star of the order of St. Michael 
and St. George, along with knighthood, from 
King Bdward, on the occasion of the cele- 
bration of the latter’s birthday, is now min- 
ister plenipotentiary in Brazil. He is a 
brother of the novelist, Rider Haggard, and 
while stationed at Washington as one of the 
secretaries of the English embassy there 
created something of a sensation by marry-~ 
ing, despite protests of his chief, Sir Edward 
Thornton, a well known divorcée, Mrs. Carrie 
Kinney, by birth a member of the famous 
Carroll family. Sir Edward Thornton was 
so an d about the matter that he declined 
to ret Haggard as a member of his staff, 
and accordingly the newly wedded couple 
moved to London, Haggard doing depart- 
mental work at the foreign office, his ap- 
pointment ag secretary to any legation in 
Europe being rendered difficult by the fact 
that his wife was a divorced woman and as 
such debarred in these days from presenta- 
tion at the English court, and consequently 
not admissibie to any foreign court. 

The union was not a happy one. There had 
been misapprehensions and disappointments 
on both sides with regard to money matters, 
and one day, after a particularly stormy 
scene, Haggard obtained permission of his 
chief to take the place of one of the secre- 
taries of legation at .Teheran who had been 
forced to leave his post suddenly on account 
of sickness.

Some months afterwards Mra, Haggard, 
finding that her husband declined to answer 
her letters or to give any signe ot life, re- 
turned to this country, where in the courts 
of one of the western states she secured a 
divorce from Haggard on the ground of de- 
sertion and nonsupport, She thereupon con- 
tracted another marriage here with an Amer- 
ican citizen on the strength of this divorce,

On learning this Haggard returned from 
Persia to London and applied to the English 
courte of divorce for a dissolution of his mar- 
riage, on the ground that his wife had com- 
mitted bigamy, and naming her new husband 
as oo-respondent in the case. The English 
tribunals granted judgment in his favor, tak- 
ing the ground that as Mra. Haggard had 
become by her marriage to William Haggard 
an English subject the courts of her adopt- 
ed land were alone competent to dissolve her 
matrimonial bonds, unless her husband 
joined her in establishing a bona fide legal 
domicile in the foreign country the interven: 
tion of whose tribunals they had both agreed 
to invoké. As Haggard had not been a party 
to the divorce which she had obtained in 
America, it was held to be of no account, and 
in contracting another marriage on the 
strength of it she hed therefore been guilty 
of bigamy in the eyes of the English law. 

Haggard, thanks to this, was exempted 
from paying any kind of alimony to his 
Amerigan ex-wife, and some ten years after- 
wards married one of his own country- 
women, a Miss Emily Hancox. He is a man 
ot considerable means, owning a pretty coun- 
try place, Bradenham hall, in Norfolkshire, 
here he is a neighbor of the king andqueen 
at Sandringham and treated by them as sach 
whenever he is in England. 


Bryan the Brave. 

Remember the glories of Bryan the brave! 
This country for years he’s been trying to 
gave; he’s talked by the year, and he's talk- 
ing some more; he’s talked when his throat 
was so frightfully sore, that his voice was 
whiskered and needed a shave—remember 
the glories of Bryan the brave!

In a prospect such as this I feel more than 
elsewhere the loneliness of Mfe.

I don’t remember that in heaven, if that is 
a place, and if we meet each other there, that 
we shall waste much time of eternity in talk- 
ing of earth, Do you remember when. we 


were on earth?’’ but shall pase to that joy 


beyond all words in the presence of him who 

knows all our past and all our thoughts; and 

if we look at each other, it will be in that

Being here on earth, and earthy, we must 
try to handle words. The words grow cold 
before they reach you, and I find myself, in 
writing of Rome, in trivial rivalry to those 
great men whose burning words have not yet 
cooled, because you say you Uke to hear of 
what I am seeing, and because I like to be- 
lieve that I will tell you something of what 
I have done and beheld. 

The dome of St. Peter's, except as in the 
view I got of it this morning, does not 
me either as St. Paul's, or the Invalides, or 
the capitol at Washington, though it is larger 
than any of these. I do not know why this is 
unless in unconscious comparison with the 
impossible grandeur I had fancied. There 
may be more things in heaven andearth than 
are dreamed of in our philosophy, but the 
realities of earth, at least if.material, are in- 
ferior to our dreams. I have to keep repeat- 
ing to myself, “ This is the greatest building 
ever conceived and wrought in stone, the best 
that earth can show,” to realize fully its 
greatness, and man’s littleness, whose best is 
that. 

From the piazza in front, where stands 
an ancient obelisk and two fountains, and 
where the curving porticos reach out like 
arms, is perhaps the worst place from which 
to see St. Peter’s, for the dome has sunk 
almost out of sight, and the big front seems 
sadly aged in daylight. Timeworn buildings 
look picturesque in pictures, like villains on 
the stake, but the dirty, discolored stones, the 
battered statues, are to me as unpleasant as 
stage villains would be in veal life. I can't 
help wishing some Wind. person would clean 
the fagade of St. Peter's, were such a task 
possible, and replace the noseless figures by 
perfect statues.

I realize that this sounds flippant and tcono- 
clastic, but I cannot help remembering what 


“most people seem to forget, that when these 


structures existed in the minds of their build- 
ers, when they first shone forth in all their 
beauty, and won the admiration of the world, 
they were new, and not as we see them now. 
Every book on Florence speaks slightingly 
if not with utter contempt, of the glorious 
front of the cathedral there, because It is only 
a comparatively few years old, while the rest 
of the walls are 500. But I, looking on the 
facade in all the beautiful freshneag of the 
many colored marble, could form an idea of 
what the rest must have been once, and in 
imagination thus I found what the builders 
saw. 

In general it seems to me as absurd to 
praise a building because it was called beau- 
tiful 800 years ago, as it would be to praise 
a women’s beauty because she was so fair 
sixty years ago. Buildings grow old, as peo- 
ple do. They become more interesting with 
age, but they do not become more beautiful. 
It ft different in England sometimes, and in 
France, where the climate adds a softness 
to the outlines and the color of venerable 
buildings that does not always disfigure 
them, or drapes them with ivy and other 
adornments. And here, at evening, when all 
is softened, and especially when moonlight 
falls on the fountains, then from the Piazza 
San Pietro, the old church seems grand and 
venerable. But one should not see the build- 
ing too near or in too strong a Nght in order 
to see it at its best; distance and twilight 
add a charm.

The church Within is grand. You at once 
recognize that it is the largest building you 
ever were in. The decoration is elaborate, 
excessive, even, if one looks only at one part 


without seeing how all harmonizes in a grand 


whole. To be sure, the great columns are 
only of brick, but they are veneered with 
precious marbles. The mosaics are wonder- 
ful, pieced together so that they seem paint- 


ings. 

In brief, the interior of St. Peter's in broad 
daylight, impresses me as a colossal] 
of the best in human art. And in twilight, 
when the full radiance of the stained glass 
windows is almost faded, when the altar 
lights glitter out like the Pleiades in the 
gloom, when the angel figures by the tombs 
seem, not marble, but spirits, and the faces 
of the mighty dead grow serious as suits the 
hour—when the mosaics seem like windows 
opening on another world, not pictures on a 
wali—then, 1 , does bronze St. Peter on 
his throne become majestic, fit to be the keep- 
er of the keys of heaven. Then the aisles are 


more than human work. Then one remem- 
bers gratefully the truthful lines of Emerson: 
The hand that rounded Peter's dome 
And groined the walis of Christian Rome 
Wrought in a sad sincerity; 
Himself from God he could not free, 
The conscious stone to beauty grew, 
He builded better than he knew. 
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the fortunate Sylvia to aot, 
Peter's for the ceremony which 
them one and would keep them 
after.

we inherit at the time we assumed charge of the 
park system except an enormous pay roll and 4 
vast number of unpaid bills aggregating over 9180. 
000. The taxes for the ensuing year were aatici- 
pated by the warrants outstanding against the tax 
levy. It certainly required not only close, care- 
ful, and judicious attention, but prompt and vigor- 
our action, in the process of planning the entire re- 
habilitation of the park system and in further car- 
rying out the details of our plans. 

And now these same men, under whose 
blighting control and management, our west 
park system was sent to practical rack and 
ruin, have the effrontery to ask the voters 
of the west division to renominate Richard 
Yates, 

I cannot believe that the good people of 
the west side are about to suffer a woeful 
lapse of memory, and turn out the faithful to 
make room again for the faithless. Judge 
these men by, their works and not by their 
promises. 

Our parks have been made beautiful 
through the simple and magic touch of capa- 
ble and faithful men under the Deneen 
régime. 

The west side voter should burn up this 
postal card and get a copy of Mr. Eckhart’s 
last annual report to Gov. Deneen, He should 
proceed to one of the west side parks with 
this report in his hand, seek a pleasant 
bench commanding one of the many beauti- 
ful prospects now given us, and reflect upon 
the facts in the report. Then I am sure he 
will. vote so that we may keep our parke 
green. Lest we forget!“

LONDON, July 15.—Honors for the third 
day of the Olympic games went to the Swed- 
ich athletes, who took first place in the two 
most interesting contests of the day, the 
javelin throw and the first heat. of the five 
mile run, in both of which the winners cre- 


ated new Olympic records for the event. 


To American and British spectators the 
premier event of the day was the three mile 
team race, which was hotly contested by the 
teams of the two countries from start to fin- 


ish. England. as expected, took first, but the 


Americans put up a fight and completely out- 


stripped the French team, which landed in 
third place, thirteen points below thé repre- 
sentatives of the United States. France won 


the 2,000 meter tandem bicycle final, while 
England took first in one lap of the 660 yard 
cycle face. No other finals were contested 


today. 
Belgium Polo Team Winner. 


The first game of the international water 
polo championship series between Belgium 
and Holland went to Belgium by a score of 
Sto 1. In the first event of the morning at 
the games, the javelin throwing, “ free 
style, the American competitors and their 
English rivals as well did not come within 


sight of a place even in the preliminaries. 


The honors were divided among a number of 
continental athletes, notably the representa- 


tives of Sweden, Greece, Norway, and Hun- 


ry. 
In the trial sections the winners were 
Pefonen of Finland, Doriza of Greece, Mudin 


of Hungary, Halse of Norway, and Lemming 


of Sweden. Lemming’s first throw in the 
preliminaries was several inches ahead of 
his throw at Athens of 175 feet 6 inches, 
which hitherto had been the Olympic record. 
In the finals he went still farther, taking first 
place with a new Olympic-record of 178 feet

and Halse five feet behind Doriza.

‘LONDON, July 15.—The gold medals went 
to Great Britain, France, and Sweden as the 
winners of the finals of today’s events at the 
Olympic games. Great Britain was a double 
winner and France and Sweden each secured 
“one first. The United States had to be satis- 
fied with one silver medal, symbolic of second 
piace in the three mile team race, but the 
American representation in the various 
events was small, : 
It was proudly announced tonight from the 


offices of the British Olympic association that, 


the attendance at the stadium today was the 
largest since the opening. The stands cer- 
tainly filled up during the afternoon, as com- 
pared with yesterday, but still if the number 
of spectators is to be taken as evidence the 
public is evincing little interest, at least in 
the preliminary events of the great program 
which has brought together upwards of 2,000 
athletes, representing almost every civilized 
country on the globe. 


Crowd Fails to Appear. 


The weather gave no excuse for the nonat- 
tendance of the public, and there were other 
reasons why the seats should be occupied, but the 
great crowd which had been expected did not come 
and only the cheaper stands contained spectators 
in ah number.: The program, it is true, was not 
the most interesting from the view point of the 
man outside the arena, but occasionally some good 
sport was seen. 

There were four finals assigned to the day, and 
ofthese England won the 600 yard cycling race 
and the three mile team race, thus bringing the 


‘ number of gold medals accredited to Great Britain 


to date up to four, as compared with two standing 
to the credit of the United States. The only final 
in which the latter country participated was the 
three mile team race, and the American team fin- 
ished an easy second. 

France captured its gold medal for a victory in 
the 2,000 meters tandem cycle race, and Sweden for 
Lemming's record breaking javelin throw of 178 

i inches, which topped the best previous 
throw by more than three feet. Greece, France, 
and Great Britain each took a silver medal for 
seconds in the javelin throwing, 660 yard cyeling 
race, and the 2,000 meters event respectively, 
while Norway, Germany, and Sweden took the 
bronze medals for thirds in the same events. 


Americans Withdraw. 


Bu the javelin throwing contest there were seventy 
but. following the ‘example of half a 
n Americans who had put down their names 
for this event. the majority withdrew when they 
realized that they had no chance of beating Lem- 
ming and other cracks at this form of sport. 
While the throwing was going on the bicycle 
Wack was taken by the competitors in the 100 
kilometers cycle race, which brought dut a big 
Geld. Cameron. the American representative, was 
entered .Dut he decided not to ‘start, reserving 
himeelf for the shorter races. This contest re- 
solved itself into a procession, which lasted all 
morning. Hanson of Sweden was first in his heat 
and Lutz of France second, six others qualifying 
fer the finale which will be run off next Saturday. 
The closest finish of the day was in the first 
of the semi-finals of the 400 meters swim- 
ming event, O. Scheff of Austria winning by the 
Smallest fraction from H. Taylor of England.
